This ISO,- 
000.000' corporatlaii,'irhose organisa- 
tion and plana were announced sev- 
eral monlha ago, baa awarded con- 
tract to the Nicola Building Com- 
pany of Pittsburgh for constructing 
1000 buildings in connection with 
plans for a modern mining town la 
I>«'tcher county, Kentucky, where 
developments will begin, Tlu'sc 
structures are mainly dwellings, but 
they lncl>ide stores, business blocks, 
etc The lumber and bricks needed 
Will be manufactured by the Elk- 
horn corporation in plants which- It 
is about to build. These will Include 
worka with a dally capacity of 60,- 
000 bricks, and saw, plaining and 
finishing mills with a dally capacity 
ot 30,000 te^t ot lumber each. There 
will alao be provided auch public 
atllitlea aa water>worka, eleotrlc- 
Itghtlng service, etc., for thef^wn. 

It U understood thnt the I*nd to 
be developed comprises about 60 per 
cent ot tbe Blkhorn coking coal 
field, and Ilea principally to the 
north of the Coneolldatlon Coat Co.'s 
development, being mainly In tbe 
watersheda between the Kentucky 
aiad Big Sandy rivera and Aortb a- 
long Beaver creek and other tsibu- 
tnriea of JJlg Bandy, Kentucky *nd 
Licking rivera. The lande are aaid' 
to be underlaid from 7.5 to 80 par 
cc n'. by the Elkhorn warn, which 
produces high-grade i okhiR, gas-prp- 
duilng, open-hearth niulleable and 
by-product coal. The seams are from 
four to eight feet thick, and are es- 
timated lo yield an average of 
6500 net tons per acre.

TWO-CEKI FARE. 

Uaited States Sapreie Curt OpMds 
Wnt IhgUi Uw. 



The decision In the two-cent rate 
case baa been awaited with great 
intereat throughout the section of 
West Virginia traversed by the lines 
ot the Chasapeake ft Obio«and other 
lines whleil hare been charging fare 
in exoeaa of two cents per mile un- 
der the protection of temporary in- 
junctions since the law went into 
effect in 1911.' Under the original 
court ruling, that of Judge Burdette 
of the circuit court of Kanawha 
county, the railroad waa ordered to 
issue coupons providing for bte re- 
payment of the excesa charge in 
case the two cent law be suatatn'^ 
ed. Tiiousanda of doIMini worth of 
these coupona are held by travelers, 
speculators and others. 

What preparation has been made 
for the meeting of the situation by 
the Chesapeake & Ohio la not known 
but It is not considered likely that, 
under the circumstances, the com- 
pany will be seriously embarrassed. 

The Chesapeake & Ohio, through 
Its attorneys, started the fight on 
the two cent law after It had been 
In effect only a few months. An 
Injunction order was issued prohib- 
iting the attornay general of West 
Virginia and the prosecuting attor- 
ney ot varioua counties from en- 
forcing the two cent rate law. The 
injunction waa finally nissolved by 
Judge Burdette and the railroad car 
ried the case to the supreme court 
of the atate which also refused to 
make the ordir permanent Finally 
U waa taken to the court of last re- 
aort where the law waa finally up- 
held. 

The Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
bits never contected the law but has 
operated oi^ a two cent pastenger 
rate since it went Into effect In tha
